Gutrie, Ok., Feb. 24.—Attorney Gen- 


eral West is preparing to bring suit 
for the State of Oklahoma.against the 
Rock Island-Frisco Railroad Compa- 
ny, to dissolve the merger of the prop- 
erties, according to information con- 
tained in the official correspondence 
passins between the Attorney Gener- 
al's and the Governpr's offices today. 
Tht- petition, in the. case is already 
drawn and its course will probably l>^ 
determined Wednesday. It is said the 
suit, which has the Governor's approv- 
al, will lie nled in the Oklahoma City 
district^ court. 


In his letter to the Governor, the 


Attorney General states that the Iii- 
tersate Commerce Commission has 
held, in considering the rates on wal- 
nut, logs from Oklahoma City and Gal* 
veston, and the rates between Kansas 
City and Galvestcn, there ars conipe- 
tittve traffic conditions at Kansas City 
which do not exist, in Oklahoma City. 
While Oklahoma City has a rate equal- 
ly as low as that from. Kansas City, 
w&eu the distinction is taken into con- 
sideration, the Attorney General does 
not believe the rates are as low as 
they should be. 


"While it iis not necessary," ibe At- 


torney General wrote the Governor, 
"for 
the Governor to direct that suit 


be brought by the Attorney General 
it would be a distinct advantage in the 
case if upon the latter's request the 
Governor should1.do so." 


The Governor's, consent was readily 


given iu a leter in which he deals with 
the Rock Islandr-Frisco situation at. 
some length, saying in part:

of the 


facts and tho law in the merger of the

purpose only of acting .as a holding 
company, acquiring- and holding the 
slock of the railroad companies that 
could not themselves be lawfully com- 
bined. Wo find this admission in the 
company's own report."

purpose ouly ot acting as a holding 
company, acquiring and holding the 
slock of the railroad companies that, 
could not themselves be lawfully com- 
bined: We find this admission in the 
company's own report."
